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ASIATIC CANDELABRA PRIMROSES 


These plants are called ‘Candelabra’ because of the successive whorls of flowers which appear 
on tall stems, continuing to bloom as the flower stalk lengthens. Most of this type are herbaceous 


and lose their leaves in iate fall.

The Polyanthus is one of the most popular of the Primrose family. It blooms in a wide array of 
colors from early to late spring, and develops stalks nine or more inches tall as the season 
advances. Each stalk is topped by a compact cluster of individual blossoms.
